D’Avsrere’s History of tar Rerormation. J. 

S. Taylor. New York, 1847. 

An abridgement of the first three volumes of D’ 
Aubigne’s history of the great Reformation by the 
Rev. Edward Dalton, is before us. It makes a 
volume of 447 pages, and contains the most valua- 
ble and important parts of the great w ork by D’Au- 
bigne, so arranged es to form a most interesting 
histery of the Reformation under Luther.

The steamship Hibernia arrived at Boston,at 51-2 
o'clock on the morning of the 3d inst We are in- 
debted to Phillips & Co.’s Express for a copy of the 
Liverpool Times of May 1{th; the day of her sail- 
ing.
